Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  Year  1971 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1971,  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  direction  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Health  and  Social  Security. 

Vital  Statistics 

The  Registrar  Generals’  estimate  of  population  for  mid-year 
is  18,190,  a  decrease  of  460  on  the  previous  year.  The  sample 
Census  in  1966  gave  the  population  as  17,610  :  8,550  males  and 
‘9,060  females.  The  1971  Census  gives  18,140  as  the  population 
for  Portslade  U.D.C. 

The  death  rate  corrected  by  the  Registrar  General’s  compara¬ 
bility  factor  of  1.00  was  10.1  compared  with  a  1970  rate  of  10.8. 
The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  183  (1970-201) — 
97  males  and  86  females.  An  analysis  of  the  main  causes  of  deaths 
will  be  found  on  page  6  of  this  report.  Deaths  from  lung  cancer 
9  (1970-14). 

The  birth  rate  corrected  by  the  Registrar  General’s  com¬ 
parability  factor  of  .98  was  20.0,  compared  with  17.6  in  1970. 
The  total  number  of  live  births  371  (1970-335).  There  were 
18  illegitimate  live  births,  giving  an  illegitimacy  rate  of  5%  of 
all  live  births  (1970-7%).  The  figure  for  stillbirths  2  (1970 — 8).

The  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  has  been  successfully  con¬ 
tinued  throughout  the  year,  both  in  surface  properties  and  in 
the  Council’s  sewers. 

During  the  year  84  rat  and  85  mice  infestations  were  dealt 
with  on  surface  properties  and  1  sewer  treatment  carried  out. 

The  treatment  is  now  free  to  all  properties. 


Eradication  of  Vermin. 

During  the  year  24  houses  were  found  to  be  in  a  dirty  or 
verminous  condition  and  of  these,  18  were  disinfested  by  spraying 
with  insecticides.
